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The  indoor  and  outdoor  show  rings  shown  on  this 
plan  were  developed  at  the  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute. 

Today,  there  is  a  growing  interest  and  demand  for 
riding  horses.  Raising  this  type  horse  has  now  become 
a  profitable  business. 

The  show  ring  is  considered  an  ideal  place  to  exhibit 
horses  for  performance,  presence,  quality,  manners,  and 
all-around  brilliance  and  conformation  and  for  gait, 
such  as  a  walk,  trot,  and  canter.  Thereby,  the  prospec- 
tive buyer  is  encouraged  to  make  a  purchase,  and,  thus, 
the  farmer  makes  a  worthwhile  sale. 

The  construction  of  the  show  rings  is  fairly  simple. 
Use   sturdy    material.    For   longer   life   for   the    board, 


natural-rail,  and  movable  fence,  treat  the  posts  with  a 
nontoxic  preservative  and  brush  a  coat  of  it  on  the 
rails.  Use  noncorrosive  fastenings  throughout. 

A  section  of  movable  fence,  a  gate,  or  removable 
rails  can  be  used  for  the  entrance  to  the  ring. 

The  sizes  indicated  were  recommended  by  the  Na- 
tional Horse  Show  Association. 

Anyone  entering  the  horse  business  will  need  to 
know  more  about  equipment  to  be  used  for  training 
horses  for  field  events.  This  equipment  is  featured  in 
Plan  Exchange  No.  6014,  which  is  available  from  the 
same  source  as  this  plan.  It  shows  the  construction  de- 
tails of  various  types  of  jumps  and  related  equipment. 
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
